If an* negro fhtto to do the werk required to be done
on bis iask, within a given time specified by the superin¬
tendent he is to call in tuch other laborers as he may
seioot to do that work, and pay them lor it iusiead of the
person to whom the task was allotted.

II any negroes, able to labor lu the cotton fl-dds or tn
perform the general plantation work, should decline
doing so, and should at the Same lime occupy bouses or
cultivate lauds on the plaulullon. tl.ey shall pay a rent,
10 be determined by the superintendent, but not to ex¬
ceed $2 per month lor each house and the laud allotted
to such negroes, accordion to the above regulations.

Very few people in the city of New York realiy uuJer-

¦tend lh« commotion end excitement that bnyo existed at
Albany sltno the 1.1 day of January. I/>og hefore Mr
Seymour took the oath of office tan wns importuned for
the removal of the Police Commissioners. The clamor
wax an great that he bad not the time to prepare »u tu

augural address. No sooucr liad ho taken powufl >u of
the executive chamber and the chair Juat vacated by
Governor Morgan, than this clamor Incressud a hundred
fold. leading operatore in Tammany Hall Inflated, in
(act demanded, that the Police Commissioners should l>e
Immediately removed, cause or no cause, and Tammany
men appointed; that it belonged to them and they should
have It. Htls course was adopted by some of thejlo/a" .>.

Largo delegations were here from Brooklyn, others from
Westchester county.even the members of Congress elec1
from that county all, Joining In the clamor for Immediute
decapitation of tho I'olire Commissioncrc, backed in their
clamor by the dagger portion of llioRegency. Seymour's
desire was to let the matter rest until the o:gantuUi<>n ol
the Legislature and. then take hold of the matter boldly
and fearlessly bring those officials to justice. He dis¬
tinctly and decisively refused to remove them without a

fair trial and an opi->rtunlty to answer the charges nude
against Ihem, The clamor was so great luat he decided
to cite tho Commissioners to appear at tlie.Slate CapitalOB
January 3. Ills object, as stated to some of hi. cnufl
dcnti.il friends at the time, was to have them appeal, and
thai tlieu an early day lor the'r trial would be fixed upon.
The Commissioners did not appear, but, coutrary to the
general impression, vent a reply asklug for a boarmg in
Now York. The non appearance of the Commissioners
emboldened the politicians, and they 'renewed tlirlr
light. This time they took the position that tho Police
Commissioners had shown contempt for his authority.
The Saturday and Sunday night trains Drought up a large
army of ap|dl< ants for tho positions, each with a long
list of Lames signed to bis recoinrreiidiitiori Ttaeyeach of course called upon the Cover:.or, and ureal ihe
removal of the Commissioner without a moment's ilafciv;
anil about two thirds of the number, In the very next
brenlli, asked for the appointment to the |,osiliou thus
made vacaiit for themselves.
So largo a number of those urging for the immediate

removal of lire Coinmisslouer took that course.thai the
whole aliaIr began to loog like a squabble ol politicians
for office, and not for tho interestsof lbs city of New York
and tlto country. The pressure upon the Governor can
